Tabernacle Ready This Summer. 
The tabernacle, over which Dr. 
Rader will preside, will be started 
as soon 
as frost is out of

ground, and it is expected to be 
completed in time for summer 
services. 
Dr. Rader held revival

Sea’s Expanse No Bar 
to Butterfly’s Flight 
Not 
many people realize that 
some 
kinds 
of butterflies make 
enormous flights. 
It has been re­ 
cently proved that these frail in­ 
sects may journey 
thousands 
of 
miles, although why they should 
move about in this way is some­ 
what of a mystery. 
How the butterflies manage 
to 
cross miles of ocean is a matter 
which it is difficult to explain. 
It 
has been suggested they may have 
some way of resting on the water, 
although 
this 
lias 
never 
been 
proved to be the case. 
Certain it 
Is that when settled in a locality, 
painted lady butterflies never ap­ 
pear to make long flights and spend 
virtually all their t ime "flitting from 
one flower to another. 
Another point which has to he 
cleared up is whether after this 
tremendous migration the butter­ 
flies make any attempt at a return 
iourney. lf there should he a flight, 
toward the south at Hie end of the 
summer, it is probable that the in­ 
sects would belong to a later gen­ 
eration than those that migrated in 
the spring.

If you were entrusted with 
a valuable machine, like a print­ 
ing press, you

injured. 
How much more 
valuable is 
your body with its muscles, nerves, 
and bones. 
For the sake of the 
tutu re good you 
can do in the 
world, for the sake of your coun­ 
try, you must not run the risk of 
being crippled or killed. 
The boy who 
steals rides on 
wagons, trucks, or automobiles is 
running a great risk of being kill­ 
ed or injured. 
We do not know 
how many boys have been injured 
in this way, but we do know that 
many have been killed during the 
year. 
Hitching caused the first death 
of the year 1926 in Cook county. 
A boy fell beneath the rear wheel 
of a truck on which he was rid­ 
ing. 
Two boys were knocked off 
a truck on which they were riding 
when the truck 
collided with a 
street cav. 
The driver 
did not 
know the boys were on the truck. 
One of the boys was killed, the 
other seriously injured. 
A boy was killed when he jump­ 
ed from a junk wagon on which 
he had stolen a ride. 
He was a 
pupil in the second grade. 
Many other accidents of a simil­ 
ar nature occurred during the year 
but from these accidents you can 
see that stealing rides is a very 
dangerous practice. 
A boy steals a ride to get home 
quicker; the time he wastes trying 
to get a ride would usually get 
him home. 
Even when he gets a 
ride, he saves only a few minutes. 
What utter foolishness to risk life 
and limb to save a minute! Sens­ 
ible persons do 
not act in that 
way. Use the good common sense 
that God has given you. You have 
a brain that tells you what is the 
sensible thing to do. 
Even cows 
and chickens have 
developed a 
safety instinct; observers tell us 
that these animals are no longer 
killed on the highways in such a 
large number as they wrere several 
years ago. 
We must use not instinct, but 
our intelligence, in preventing ac­ 
cidents—ii we 
deliberately take 
chances, like the boy who hitches 
on a truck, we show' less intelli­ 
gence than the cows and chickens.

Hoover Conference Bringing 
suits to U. S. A. 
The action taken by the Radio 
conference 
called 
by 
Secretary 
Hoover the latter p art of 1025 has 
bet a warmly approved, and manu­ 
facturers and consumers are both 
beginning to 
reap the benefits. 
Among 
the 
various 
resolutions 
passed, the two of prime im port­ 
ance were (I ) 
th at no further 
broadcasting stations would be li­ 
censed until existing 
stations go 
off of the a ir; and (2 ) th at the 
present broadcasting band of from 
200 to 550 m eters would remain 
unchanged. 
Others resolutions adopted are: 
1. 
It was 
recommended that 
broadcasting stations should not be 
used for direct sales efforts, but 
continue their activities to courtesy 
ana indirect advertising. 
2. 
Power shall ro t be limited 
where it does not interfere undu­ 
ly with other stations or with re ­ 
ception by the public. 
3. 
Fu rth er time division by ex­ 
isting stations is unnecessary and 
inadvisable, and the departm ent of 
commerce was advised to decline to 
grant broadcasting licenses until 
the present number has been m a­ 
terially reduced. 
4. 
Stations using 
more than 
500 w atts power should have in­ 
dividual 
wavelengths. 
Stations 
transm itting with 500 w atts power 
or less will be duplicated in wave­ 
length, provided duplicating sta­ 
tions are separated geographically 
by sufficient distance to avoid beat 
notes or interference. 
5. 
Rebroadcasting of program s 
should be prohibited except with 
the permission of the originating 
station. 
0. 
In licensing or re-licensing a 
station, the 
departm ent of com­ 
m erce 
should 
use discrimination 
looking.tow ards locating such sta ­ 


tions outside of congested centers. 
Listeners to Rule 
7. 
The 
broadcasting 
privilege 
shall be based on service to the 
listener. Public interest is to guide 
who is to broadcast and how. 
8. 
Any practice contemplating 
the sale of a wavelength is looked 
upon with disfavor and consider- 
able apprehension, and it is rec­ 
ommended that all future propo­ 
sitions of this kind be scrutinized 
most carefully by the D epartment 
of Commerce, so as to elinminate 
the possibility of 
speculating in 
w avelengths.

Sediment Carried to Sea 
It is generally believed that the 
amount of sediment carried down 
by the Mississippi river is greater 
than that of any otfier river in the 
United States.

this sediment is brought into th© 
Mississippi by the Missouri.

estimated that a flood of 500,000 
cubic feet per second carries into 
the Mississippi 
about 120 cubic 
yards of sediment per second, or 
more than 10,000,000 cubic yards 
per day. 
It Is estimated that 400,- 
000,000 cubic yards per annum are 
carried into the Mississippi from 
the Missouri, and that 
approxi­ 
mately the same amount passes out 
into the gulf.
